It was re- 
garded as another Spanish trick to fool our 
navy and send it in all haste to a false po- 
sition. 


Officials admit the reports, but nothing 


definite has as yet been received as yet 
from sources that can be relied on. How- 
ever, there is every probability that the 
reports are true, and the department has 
began to make plans on the basis of the 
information. 


On the basis that the fleet is at Santi- 


ago, the meeting of our ships with 
Cevera's cannot b» delayed more than a 
few days. Sampson's and Schley's squad- 
rons are both near Key West, and their 
union will undoubtedly take place at 
once, so tbat a new division can be made, 
and movements mads ac once toward 
Cuba and the Spanish fleet. 


With the stricter censorship now in 


force at army and navy points, it is im- 
possible to teil what effect this will have 
on the invasion of Cnba, which was ex_ 
pected to take place at once, bat it may 
be delayed now till the naval battle has 
been fonghl.

true, he would have passed Santiago de

vera would haite nothing to fear. 


Now that the fleet is safely in San- 


tiago, it will be extremely difficult to 
lock it uj> in that harbor. 
In the first 


place the armorclads are at Key "West, 
about 800 miles away, and they cannot 
reach Santiago under 60 hours. By that 
time it would be possible for Admiral 
Cervera to be approaching Cienfugos, to 
destroy the blockading vessels there, 
provided Captain General Blanco in- 
formed him of the departure of the 
American vessels in an easterly direc- 
tion. 


If at Santiago, another point or ad- 


vantage is that Admiral Corvera is In 
constant communication witl> Captain 
General Blanco, notwithstanding the 
American men-of-war and the cutting of 
the cables which was accomplished at 
Cienfuegos.

fleet is at a base of supplies, where it can 
secure both coal and provisions, and 
make any repairs that its voyage may 
have made necessary.

The Cienfuegos Fight. 


Key West, May 20.—During the recent 


engagement at Cienfuegos 300 Spanish 
were killed and several hundred wound- 
ed. Great damage was done along the 
coast. 


Soon after the engagement the Marble- 


head .picked up several Cubans in an 
open boat some miles down the coast. 
They reported that the Spanish losses 
and the damage wrought by the shells 
from the warships were very heavy. 
The hospitals at Cienfuegos, they said, 
were full of wounded; and fear prevailed 
everywhere that the American warships 
would return to complete the work of 
destruction. 


During the engagement the Marble- 


head threw 450 five-inch shells into the 
Spanish forces and 700 shots from her 
secondary battery: the Nashville as 
many more shells and 1500 shots from her 
secondary battery. Fifteen hundred 
Spaniards were stationed in au impro- 
vised fortress on a neck of land, and 
upon this the ships concentrated their 
fire, and it was here that the most ter- 
rible destruction was wrought. During 
the heavy fire of shells and just after the 
lighthouse was blown up, five Spaniards 
who were running together in an at- 
tempt to escape were picked off. by a 
shell from the Marblehead, the gunner 
being ordered to fire upon them by En- 
sign Pratt. They were torn t6 pieces.

Her Face It White M Milk Against Sur- 


rounding Blackness. 


Of nil Chicago1!* liauuts thu most distin- 


guished by fur is tho woman in white 
who, 
oil thu sharp peaks and corners of a 


ruined factory at Lu Moyno street and Po- 
tomuo avonuu, dauoes a skirt dunooat mid- 
night to tunos sot by tho wind. That she 
does this thing is tho'avaniient of tho peo- 
ple of the district, many of whom say they 
Lave seen tho "whito lady." 


This huuntod house is now scarcely en- 


titled to tho luttur part of tho title, so 
thoroughly has -it been pulled to pieces by 
men of tho vicinity who needed kindling 
Kvood. It was oncu the location of a pros- 
porous paint business, and in thoso days 
there was no haunt. It is since tho build- 
Ing, which was large and partly of brick, 
was abandoned by ths paint manufactur- 
ers that tho "white lady" has shown her- 
self. She oonlined herself at first to short 
turns in tho close vicinity of midnight. 
When tho building was whole, she was a 
mildly inoffensive "spook." Showing 
herself at intervals at windows or passing 
through tho closed doors, she did nothing 
more thnn scare an occasional policeman. 


Her face and clothing arc described as 


showing milky white against the night's 
blackness. She was always distinctly vis- 
ible, whether she stood in clouded shadow 
or in moonlight, and yet those who have 
seen her declare that there was no phos- 
phorescent or glowing effect about her or 
her clothing.

ished a few weeks ago, and now its out- 
lino, as viewed against the sky, is m h 
like that of a cluster of spires. It is n 
the tips of these sharp projections that the 
"whito lady" is accustomed, to give her 
skirt danoo. Since this new performance 
began there has appeared among the boys 
of tho district a strong inclination to stay 
in of nights. The story of tho skirt dance 
has spread far and wide, and on a recent 
occasion, when it was supposed that some 
one had been hurt by the fall of some of 
the building's timber, it was only with 
the greatest difficulty that policemen could 
be induced to go about the structure. The 
dancer is attired in a knee long skirt of 
the accordion kind, and tho way in which 
she flirts it as she pirouettes from pinnacle 
to pinnacle is described as distracting.—

Unusual Weapon tried In the Cavallott) 


Fight. 


The saber dnel has never been very fa- 


miliar on the record, and of Into years itf 
ibsenoe has boon even more conspiauoui 
ban it was. The reason for this is n' 
jubt that the saber is not every duelist's 


weapon, and that when it happens to suit 
both combatants tbo results are apt to he 
of a decidedly serious character. Tho 
weapon was seen of tonest on the field of 
honor perhaps during tbe disturbed period 
in Franca which followed the restoration, 
when there were any number of Napoleon's 
unconverted old ofljoers prowling about in 
military buttoned frocks, eating their 
hearts out on ha}f pay and always spoiling 
lor a fight. In ibis duel the thrust does 
cot seem to hove been barred, as it some- 
times Is. It was tbe thrust—the point, 
anyhow—which hilled CoTollotti, arid In 
a way, too, which constitutes a record. A 
thrust in the mouth which slits the toague 
and severs the windpipe and enda all in 
five minutes is not 'to be found in the 
books very readily. In tbe Sirey-Durepaire 
eaber duel, fought in November of 1885, 
the point again proved fatal, Durepnire 
being run right through the liver. Soven 
years later his slayer had tbe life thrust 
out of him by Caumartin In Brussels. 


In tbe Castonsobiold-Rabden duel at 


Copenhagen in July, 1890, thrusting was 
forbidden. 
Tbo saber seems to have been 


chosen because both parties were cavalry- 
men. Cagtensobiold was a lieutenant in 
the Danish dragoons. The Baron de Bab- 
den bad been in tbe Russian service. The 
difference arose at Bosch's circus, where 
the baron's wife was engaged as an equei- 
trian performer. There was a keen aon- 
tost of bat brief duration. Tho baron was 
cut across tbe forehead. The flow of blood 
half blinded him, and the seconds inter- 
vened. 


Ths Uillot-Baratl duel, fought in Bel- 


fort between two Jrenob subalterns, might 
bave bad more serious consequences. Lleu» 
tenant Mlllot got a slash across tbe arm 
which severed all tbe great blood vessels. 
Be was very neorly dead before tbe bleed* 
ing could be stopped, and 16 took two' 
mortal hours to stitch him up. 


In Hungary tbe saber duel has been by 


no means unpopular in its time. Tbe last 
was fought only a few years back between 
two officers of tbo Honvod army, also of 
tbe cavalry arm. The point stroke was 
barred, but Lieutenant Lazor, it is stated, 
bad bl» sword arm neatly lopped off.— 
Pall Mall Gazette.

Prince Edward Schonburg-Hartenstein, 
and Father Benedict, Father Sebastian, 
oncu a major in the Saxon army, bearing 
the name of Baron von Oer; Father John, 
who was Baron von Drais, and ran away 
from the court of Baden to embrace this 
career; Father Nicholas, who was Baron 
von Salis-Seglio; Father Hildebrand, who 
before assuming the cowl and gown was 
a brave captain, by name Count do Hemp 
tinno, and, many others too numerous to 
mention. 


The Abbey Seokau is situated among 


the mountains of Steiermark, in a thick, 
wild forest, and in 30 years has united to- 
gether Benedictine monks belonging to 
the best known families, celebrated for 
nobility or riches or distinguished in the 
arts. This monastery, where the rules are 
most rigorous, was founded over 30 years 
ago by two brothers, Maurns and Plaoidus 
Wolter of Cologne, two learned monks 
sent by Pius IX to Prussia to reorganize 
the monasteries there, which were degen- 
erating.—Pall Mall Gazette.

In Ohio alone over 200 birds were liberated 
iasu year. 


Mongolian pheasants are well worth all 


the expense and cnre that may be expend- 
ed upon them. They evidently rank nest 
to the birds of paradise in beauty, and, in 
faot, are too haudsome to bo made targets 
of.The male bird has tho cheeks naked and 
of the brightest; scarlet, minutely specked 
with black. The crown of tho bead is 
bronze green. On each side of the occiput 
is a tuft of dark golden green feathers ca- 
pable of being erected at pleasure and very 
conspicuous in the pairing season; upper 
part of tho neck dark green, glossed with 
purple and violet blue; lower part of the 
neck, breast and flanks deep reddish | 
orange, showing in some positions beauti- 
ful reflections of light purple; each feather 
bordered and terminated with pansy pur- 
ple; 
center of the belly and thighs black- 


ish brown; center of the back and scapular 
feathers black or brownish black, sur- 
rounded by a yellowish white band and 
bordered with deep reddish orange; lower 
part of the back and upper tjiil covert 
green, intermingled with brownish crango 
and purplish red; tail feathers' brown, 
crossed by bands of black and fringed 
with reddish brown; bill pale yellow; legs 
and toes grayish black. 
Tho female has 


cheeks covered with small, closely sot 
feathers, and tho whole of the plumage is 
yellowish brown, mingled with different 
shades of gray, brown and black. 


Tho Mongolian pheasant was first Intro- 


duced into this country by Judge O. N. 
Denny, who was our consul general at 
Shanghai. He while there became deeply 
Interested ia the large variety of exquisite-; 
ly plumaged birds of that section of tho 
globe, and determined to introduce the 
hardiest, the most toothsome and the most 
prolific bird into the United States. 
Bis 


first experiment in 1881 was a failure, but 
In 1883 ho selected from nine varieties the 
Chinese ring necked pheasant, the Mon- 
golian, which is now called In Oregon, in 
compliment to the introducer, the Denny 
pheasant. 


There were but 38 of these, and they all 


arrived safely at Portland, Or. They were 
immediately liberated among the grain- 
fields and semibrush covered and wooded 
prairie at Judge Denny's brother's ranch 
in Linn county, there to adapt themselves 
or go out of existence. 


Nothing was seen of the new birds for a 


year or two, and then here arid there in 
different portions of tho county «by littlo 
coveys made their appearance, and before 
five years had elapsed the cucketiug of tho 
brilliant plumaged male birds was for 
more commonly heard than that of their 
own native grouse. It should be said that 
through Judge Denny's instrumentality 
the legislature passed a law protecting the 
new pheasant for a period of five years, 
and at tho expiration of this time, again 
at his suggestion, the time was e^ter^ed 
for another interval of equal length. At 
tho end of ten years Oregon was literally 
alive with the Mongolian pheasant, which 
delights the heart of every sportsman with 
Its swift and rapid flights and tempts the 
most epicurean palate by its delicate whito 
fle^h.—Newark Call. 


Spanish Conditions. 


The temper of tho Spanish people is 


marvelous indeed. A firm government— 
firm with tho just intention of doing 
right—they are slow to recognize and tol- 
erate, but tyranny they readily swallow, 
making a wry face perhaps, but no resist- 
ance.

Spanish character 


Canovas del Castillo was swift to appreci- 
ate and take advantage of. A writer who 
complacently gets him down as a great 
statesman and patriot in the general—the 
Europeao—sense of tbo word, is no master 
of the facts. Canovas was the strong man 
of Sipain. He was not tho educator of the 
people or the worker of tho popular incli- 
nation. His vigorous understanding was 
their muscular master.

Never Raised Aboard Ship, bnt Used 


When the Ship Is In Port. 


No man before the mast ever carries an 


umbrella as a part of his outfit, but tho 
officers of deep water ships usually do 
carry them. The umbrella thus carried ia 
nevor raised aboard ship; but, arrived in 
port, it may be brought into use at once. 
The captain of a ship anchor^ in harbor 
in a tropical region and going ashore In 
an open boat, perhaps without an awning, 
to be carried for a considerable distance 
exposed to the sun, would be very likely 
to carry his umbrella along and to raise it 
for his comfort and protection. In such a 
port an officer of a ship whose duties 
called him along the shore would be yery 
likely to carry bis umbrella. 


Umbrellas would not be likely to be 


carried for protection from the sun in 
euch a placs as New York^but even here 
one might meet a sea captain, a stalwart, 
bronzed man, who looked as though he 
had been exposed to the sun and the wind 
all his life and as though he could stand 
any exposure, as very probably ho could, 
carrying a yollow sun umbrella. It may 
be that he carries the umbrella for his 
greater comfort here or that he is a cap- 
tain who spends the greater part of his 
time, or a large part of it, in tropical wa- 
ters, and that he carries his umbrella 
ashore here because he is accustomed to 
carrying it. 


The umbrella that the officer of a ship 


carries most commonly is silk, just such 
as Jiould be, carried ashore, and which 


would "be suitable for protection either 
from the sun or the Tain. He might need 
this umbrella in any port he visited for 
the purposes of a rain umbrella. H bis 
ship were tied up here, for instance, to a 
wharf in South street, and he should come 
ashore and go up town on a rainy day, he 
would not appear in Broadway in sea 
togs. Bis apparel would be just like that 
of the men be met, and he would be quite 
as likely as they to carry an umbrella, 
which he would do on going ashore under 
like circumstances in any port round the 
world.—New York Sun.

Tha 


Kational Guard was popularly supposed 
to comprise a reserve army of 130.COO 
men, so well organized, equipped and 
drilled as to be ready almost on the in- 
stant to take the field against an enemy. 
Bat the result of the President's call for 
volunteers to fight the Spaniards has dis- 
pelled this popular delusion. The state 
troops have not been found, as a rule, 
wall equipped nor, in some cases, physi- 
cally qualified to perform the arduous^du- 
ties of soldiers in real war. Let it be said 
that Massachusetts' quota is at the head 
of the list in matter of preparation. 


These facts, however, may as well be 


admitted, unpleasant though the con- 
fession may be. 
And the admission doe3 


not necessarily imply anything discredit- 
able to our citizen soldiery. 
For 33 years 


the American people have enjoyed pro- 
found peace, and as the United States has 
wisely refrainad from foreign alliances, 
there has been no need of keeping up i 
large 
military establishment. 
Conse- 


quently there has been nothing to foster 
a military spirit. Our various state mili- 
tary departments have been maintained 
more for the sake of providing a police 
force for the use of the stats government9 


in times of violence and rioting, than with 
any idea that they would ever be needed 
to fight on foreign soil. And for the pur- 
pose for which they were maintained the 
National Guard has usually served satis- 
factorily. 


But the present emergency has revealed 


the weak points in our military system, 
weaknesses for which no one was espec- 
ially to Mama, but for the continuance of 
which hereafter there will not be any 
good ezci.:. We have been learning 
some valuable lessons from the exper- 
ience of the last few weeks, and it will be 
discreditable to American enterprise if we 
do not profit by our knowledge. 


The military reserves of the country 


evidently need to be reorganized on a 
more careful basis, and it will be cause for 
surprise if the present revelation of de- 
fects in the system on which we have re- 
lied does not result in its general reform 
as soon as the war is off our bands.

Family Likely to Waive Objections to a 


National Funeral. 


London, Slay 20.—The universal ex- 


pression of grief and sympathy gathers 
volume hourly. Memoirs and reminis- 
cences of Mr. Gladstone are flooJins the 
press, which everywhere shows column 
rules reversed. Almi^t every court in 
Europe has wired condolences. 


Vice President Hobart cables The 


Chronicle as follows: "Not even In his 
own land was Mr. Gladstone more 
highly esteemed and venerated than In 
the United States. His death has been 
well-nigh a national calamity to us, and 
It occurred at a time when our people 
are closely drawn by ties of sympathy 
and mutual interest toward the nation 
to which his long career of public use- 
fulness was so generously dedicated." 


Captain Alfred T. Mahan, the naval 


expert, cabled: "The thing that always 
most impressed me was the profound 
homage his massive intellect paid to the 
Christian scheme of faith. That an 
ever-deepening faith In thought and 
practice should be the result in such a 
brain of so long an experience of public 
life will perhaps be the most lasting arid 
the deepest influence left by this very 
great man." 


Sir Henry Irving', In a sympathetic 


tribute on behalf of his profession, saya: 
"Mr. Gladstone took the interest in the 
theater and in the piece he wag witness- 
Ing, upon which his remarks were always 
characteristic. For example, when see- 
ing- 'King Lear'-he remarked that he was 
surprised at the lack of patriotism 
shown to be existing at the t^me of the 
play when tha invader was made wel- 
come." 


Francis Kossuth, leader of the Hun- 


garian party advocating an independent 
Hungary, says: "Mr. Gladstone per- 
sonified the typical Englishman. His 
death is a blow to all lovers of freedom 
In Europe. 


The body was removed to the large 


bedroom today and placed in an oak 
coffin surmounted by an oak cross, ex- 
tending: nearly the whole length of the 
lid. At its foot will be the inscription. 
Three panels are on each side, the center 
of each being of raised dark metal. The 
date of the funeral has not been fixed, 
but probably Tuesday will be chosen. 
The preparations continue for a burial at 
Hawarden. Up to last evening the 
family has received no notice of the 
national funeral which will be voted in 
parliament today. "The general opin- 
ion favoring an Interment In West- 
minster abbey, the family will probably 
give way to the national request. Mr. 
Gladstone di$ not leave' any wishes on 
the subject. Dean.Bra.dley of the abbey 
has selected as trie most'suitable spot 
the nave. 


In consequence of ttte death of Mr. 


Gladstone, the state ball at Bucking- 
ham palace, which had been fixed for 
Monday next, will be postponed. 


Bay State Legislature, 


Boston, May 20.—In the house the ways 


and means committee reported a bill for 
a $400,000 appropriation for state high- 
ways, 3300,000 of which are to be spent 
this year and $100,0130 to gx> over for the 
early work in 1899. 
The bill further pro- 


vides that none but citizens of the com- 
monwealth shall be employed on work. 


The committee on Judiciary today re- 


ported in the house a bia to authorize 
the adoption of the Torrens system of 
land transfer. 


The bill to regulate the business of 


bakeries and the hours of labor of the 
persons employed therein came up for a 
third reading in the house. After sev- 
eral amendments had been adopted the 
bill was refused a third reading. Notice 
of a motion to reconsider was given. 


Senator George moved a reconsidera- 


tion of the vote by which the senate 
passed to be engrossed the bill prevent- 
ing the reduction of wages of women 
and minors in manufacturing establish- 
ments, and then on his motion the whole 
matter was put over until Wednesday. 


By a vote of 26 to 66 the house refused 


to substitute a bill for the taxation of 
property bequeathed to foreign trustees 
and accepted the adverse report of the 
committee on taxation. 


Spanish View of the Blockade. 


London, May 20.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Standard says: "The 
blockade of Cuba and Porto Rico is con- 
sidered illusory, as Spanish warships 
and merchant vessels are frequently 
moving from port to port between the 
islands. The mail steamer Alfonso XII 
went out from San Juan de Porto Rico 
to meet the vessels detached from Ad- 
miral Cervera's squadron, and then con- 
tinued her voyage to Spain after deliver- 
ing an important communication for the 
commander. The success of Admiral 
Cervera in avoiding the American fleets 
and keeping them on the alert excites 
much enthusiasm and causes the press 
to clamor for a prompt dispatch of the 
reserve fleet to the front." 


Received a Knockout Blow. 


New Haven, May 20.—Irving Webster, 


30 years of age, a r«ai-profeGsional 
boxer, received a knockout blow in the 
third round of a friendly bout with James 
Eagan and died three hours later. Eagan 
is under arrest pending the investigation 
of Coroner Mix. Both men were em- 
ployed by the New Haven Manufactur- 
ing company, and the bout occurred 
during the noon hour.

Bloney Changer* Mightily Affected From 


Day to Day by tbe Current New*—Th» 
War,Not Yet Heal to Them—Conserve- 
tire Baultcri—Savlugi Institutions. 


NEW YORK, May 90.—[Special.]—Over 


Hid over ngiiin since the breaking out of 
hostilities it bus boon proved to tho credit 
at Americans that wo are not an overly 
mercurial peoplo nor given unduly to hys- 
terical excitement. 


But it must bo confessed that Wall 


street, by which is here mount that part of 
the business community only which is de- 
voted to speculation in stocks and socuri- 
tios, has been first depressed and then 
buoyant from day to day in strict accord- 
ance with tho current war nowo. It has 
seemed from the beginning to tho present 
time, in fact, us if the money changers of 
the metropolis have believed thut the con- 
clusion of tho war and the future of busi- 
ness rested each day almost entirely upon 
tho news from the front received on that 
particular date. 


W*ll Street's Flnctnatjons. 


Dullness deadly and paralyzing began 


to settle down upon tho Stock Exchange 
on the date of the blockade's beginning, 
April 22, and Increased steadily with each 
succeeding day for a period of about two 
weeks, or until the arrival, on Way 7, of 
detailed news from Commodore Dewoy 
that ho had actually done all and more at 
Manilla than had been reported. 
As soon 


as Dewey's report was received, however, 
there came a great reaction. 
On the pre- 


vious day transactions on the exchange 
bad reached a very low ebb, only 88,000 
shares changing hands. Kext day there 
were transactions in 850,000 shares, or 
nearly four times as many, and a some- 
what similar state of affairs obtained with 
regard to bonds, the dealings therein be- 
ing more than twice as largo on the day 
after the report's reception as on tho day 
before. 


This sudden change from virtual torpor 


to feverish activity, this revival, was not 
a matter of only a day or two cither. 
There was a steady increa.se of bustle and 
rush on the floor of the exchange till the 
close of the week, the transactions one day 
reaching tho high aggregate of 455,000 
shares, not high water mark, to bo sure, 
but yet high enough to remind every one 
of "tbo good old times" and bring smiles 
of delight to tho faces of brokers all, both 
great and small. 


Money, which' had been phenomenally 


tight, loosened tip wonderfully, too, and, 
while it was difficult before Dewey's re- 
port to borrow at 6 per cent, within two 
days thereafter it was possible to "get all 
you wanted" without difficulty, to use a 
phrase of the street, at 4. 


War Yet an Illusion. 


It baa been virtually tho same ever 


since. Tha slightest bit of good news has 
caused everything to boil in \Vall street. 
Bad news has caused a slump of more or 
less magnitude, according to the impor- 
tance of the news. Until Dewey proved 
that Americans Ipiow how to -shoot and 
are not afraid to flght Wall street was timid 
beyond what is written. 


'When both these facts were known to be 


eternally true, Wall street accepted as a 
foregone conclusion tho dictum that tho 
Spaniards are such a feeble folk that noth- 
ing of moment need be expected from 
them, while the close of the -war must bo 
a matter of only a few weeks or perhaps 
days. When the news of the killing of En- 
sign Bagley and four of his brave com- 
panions on th& Wirislow—sad indeed, but 
only a slight foretaste of wbat must inevi- 
tably happen before the war is over—was 
received, there were tremors again. Only 
a few such dispatches as were received al- 
most daily in civil war times were needed 
—are needed today, in fact—to throw tho 
whole broierial force of New York into a 
veritable blue funk. 


"Yet it may be said truly, In my opin- 


ion," declared a veteran of the street in 
the writer's bearing today, "that the Wall 
street men of 1898 have formed only the 
faintest conception of what war really is. 
The struggle between the United States 
and Spain is so far only a sort of illusion 
to them, a something whose greatest im- 
portance lies in its relations to the street. 
I have no doubt that the present war still 
seems a misty unreality to the great mass 
of tho people, too, though it cannot be sc 
in the cases of those whose friends and 
relatives have gone to the front either in 
the volunteer army or on board tho ships 
of our navy. 


Faith In Money's .Power. 


"One of tho causes for quick recovery of 


spirits by the run of Wall si root men," 


'P continued the vetsran, "has hitherto laiE 


in tho belief that the money kings of Eu- 
rope, assisted perhaps by tho kings en- 
throned, would not permit the war to con- 
tinue, since its prolongation must causo 
such a tremendous interference with busi- 
ness. 


"That the power of the European bank- 


ers is sufficient to stop hostilities were it 
exercised in earnest many of tho younger 
Wall street men do not yet doubt for a 
moment. This notion is comprehensible, 
since for a period of 30 years of measurable 
peace the world over the power of 'busi- 
ness interests'has been supreme. It should 
bo said for tho real linancicrs o£ New 
York, the bankers, especially the older 
ones, that they do not share this notion to 
any extent. Thero was a time some weeks 
ago when they had a liopo that Spain might 
bo controlled through her creditors, but 
that hope haa now virtually disappeared. 
Bankers now look to seo Spain hold out 
until thoroughly thrashed, unless she 
finds it impossible to continue resistance 
by reason of internal dissensions or finan- 
cial bankruptcy. 
Should cither of these 


causes bring the war to a speedy and fav- 
orable conclusion or should tho United 
States win a decisive naval victory, then 
the Wall street brokers, especially the 
younger men, will never probably reach a 
much clearer idea of what real war is than 
they have now. Otherwise they are likely 
to experience periods of nervousness beside 
which the tremors through which they 
bave already passed will seem of mighty 
Email account."

senator McLaurin, in advocating the

manufacturers of ammunition who mak« 
money out of the war — upon these the 
financial burdens of the war ought to 
fall, and not upon the families of the 
men who go to the front to fight for their 
country." 


The rising of Mr. Tongue (Rep., Ore.) 


to a question of personal privilege to 
answer a circular now being circulated 
in his district injected interest into the 
louse proceedings. The circular in ques- 
tion, he said, was an anonymous docu,- 
ment attacking his record in the present 
congress, and contained no statement 
that was not wholly or in part false. He 
read trom the circular and replied to the 
charges that were being used for the al- 
leged purpose of accomplishing his de- 
feat.

A point of order againsl 
tha reading was made and sustained, 
Mr. Handy remarking meantime that 
the gentleman's statement seemed lika 
"a clear case of confession, and avoid- 
ance." Then the house adjourned until 
Monday. 


Mr. Grosvenor called up the labor ar- 


bitration bill as amended and passed by 
the senate. In reply to a question from 
Mr. Livingston, intimating that he 
wanted thet>ill to make arbitration com- 
pulsory instead of discretionary, Mr. 
Grosvenor said: "If the gentleman will 
declare his willingness to vote to make 
arbitration of labor disputes compulsory 
and will put himself in the line of flra 
from the labor organizations, I want to 
say he will need a search warrant to 
hold a funeral over his political am- 
bition." The bill was passed. 


Tornado In Three State*, 


Milwaukee, May 20.— Iowa leads the 


list with 19 fatalities as a partial result 
of the devastating effects of the tornado 
that overspread parts of three states. 
Fourteen deaths are Deported In Illinois. 
Wisconsin reports nine known dead, with 
unconfirmed atories bringing the total 
in that state up to 37. 


In Wisconsin the storm was more vio- 


lent than anywhere else, but it origi- 
nated in the lumbering districts of the 
northern counties, swept along the line 
of the "Soo" road and spent Its force in 
the pines. 
Nine people are known to 


have been killed. 
There are vague re- 


ports to the effect that 18 bodies of lum- 
bermen from a camp near Heafford 
Junction are lying in the railway station 
at that place. 
It Is stated, too, that 10 


lumbermen were kUled near Elmshurst. 
The property damaged In Wisconsin,

Boston, May 20.—By a decision ren- 


dered in the case of H. J. Jaquith vs. 
the selectmen of Wellesley, the supreme 
judicial court declares that while silver 
and gold Democrats may differ political- 
ly in speech and spirit. In the eye of the 
law they are all alike. The pourt holds 
that under chapter 417 of the acts of 
1S93 as to the eligibility of one to be a 
register of voters, the law knows no fac- 
tions or divisions of a party in the testing 
of the qualifications of a register. 


Mr. Jaquith IP a prominent silver Dem- 


ocrat, and Is chairman of the town 
Democratic committee, which declared 
John H. Sheridan, who is registrar of 
voters in the town, to be not a Demo- 
crat, because Mr. Sheridan Is a gold 
Democrat. He held the place for some 
time, being appointed under the 28th 
section of the statute, authorizing the 
selectmen to appoint the board from 
members of "the two leading political 
parties." The claim was that Mr. Sheri- 
dan had ceased to be a member of either 
the leading parties because of his af- 
filiation with the gold Democrats. The 
silver Democrats 
complained to the 


selectmen, who held that Sheridan was 
all right. 


This petition was brought , by Mr. 


Jaquith asking for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the selectmen to remove Mr. 
Sheridan and to appoint a silver Demo- 
crat. The petitioner contended that, by 
the words, "two leading parties,1' the 
statute intended those which received 
the two highest number of votes at the 
last preceding election, and only those 
were members of them who had adhered 
to all the declarations of their platform 
and supported all their candidates. The 
court holds that this Is not so; and that 
the only test which the statute gives Is 
that the registrar shall act with one of 
the two leading political parties whicjj 
he was appointed to represent.

ORIGIN OF LIBERIA. 


Hew the African Colony Came to B« an 


Independent Nation. 


The American Colonization society in 


1890 designated 88 negroes to send to 
Africa, there to found a colony which 
should be a refuge for American negroes. 
This,government voted $80,000 and a ship 
for tha purpose. A settlement was made 
on the west odaat of Africa. 
The society 


framed a constitution for the colony, plac- 
ing all power in the society's agents. The 
settlers objected, and from time to tirna 
new constitutions wore promulgated, un- 
til finally only the ultimate veto power 
was lodged in the society, all other civil 
powers having been granted to the colo- 
nists. 


In 1346 disputes arose with the British 


of Sierra Leone, regarding the payment of 
duties. Britain took the ground that the 
colony was no nation, therefore the society 
surrendered all governmental powers, and 
soon after, in July, 1847, the negroes of 
Liberia adopted a declaration of independ- 
ence and a free constitution. Its inde- 
pendence was acknowledged by all the 
groat nations in 1848-0, this country ex- 
cepted. Not till 1861 did the United States 
recognize it as a nation. 
Tho name Li- 


beria vras given by the society. Its mean- 
ing is evident. Tho government of the 
republic is fashioned upon our own, with 
president, cabinet, two houses and a su- 
preme court—New York Presa 


executions in cnf imna. 


Tha number of executions during th* 


present reign has been much smaller than 
formerly. Coke in the time of Queen Eliza- 
beth, remarks on the large number ef per- 
sons hanged. In 17SO a great increase of 
crime occurred,.and in the following year 
68 persons were hanged in the small Lon- 
don of those days. But many wore were 
sentenced than were actually hanged. In 
England in 1785 there were 248 sentenced 
and 103 actually suffered. Townsend, the 
Bow street runner, said that between 1781 
and 1787 he had seen as many as 13, 16 or 
SO hanged at one execution.

The FrocoM From the Raw material to 


tlie FinUhed Product—Their Manufac- 
ture !• Almost IM Fatal to Life as TU«lr 
Use In Times of War. 


A writer in tho London News, in an ao- 


eovint of a vis-it to the EnlleHl Small Arms 
factory, gives the following Interesting ac- 
count of how bayonets are made: 


It is a big busiiic.-H, this bayonet rvrnk- 


InK- The ru« mutcrlal comes in tho form 
of bars of stool, which are out up into tho 
necessary lengths and rolled. 
The strljid 


of steel ;ir« then borne oft* to a tremendous ' 
pre&s. which "-tamps ono end for tho 
"taiJK," mid from thero they go to tbo 
grindin"; departiiKnt of the factory. JIt.ro, 
in the fl.-s.t plnce, a rather lumbering look- 
ing "troughing" machine automatically 
scours thu edf;o.-> with emery until tho em- 
bryo sword bayonet will just iit into a 
gauge or "trough." This insures that tho 
metal is exactly tho proper size and shape. 
. Nest ooiiii'j, tho uriuJi"^ by hiuul on 
the big grindstones, of which there aro 3V 
in one long skylighted building, each 
weighing, when BOW, a couplo of tons, 
though oi course thoy rapidly wear away, 
as well ns the grinders employed at them. 
These men Bit astride thoir seats as thoy 
would on horseback, bonding toward tbo 
whetstones that whirl round at a speed of 
something like 3,500 times a minute, 
when they are full size—about two-thirds 
of a mile a minute. 


Woe betide tho unlucky grinder if tiero 


should happen to be a flaw in tbo stono. 
Whirling round at such a pace tho centri- 
fugal strain upon it is, of course, very 
great, and if the stone were not pretty 
sound it would fly to pieces, as they are 
known to do occasionally in suoh places. 
There has been at least one occurrence of 
tbo kind at Enfield. Such a burst up ia as 
destructive in the line of motion as a can- 
non would be, and the stones in this build- 
ing are arranged so as to minimize the 
mischief of euoh a mistake. Each is in- 
spected every morning before starting 
work. 


It is not the bursting of tho stones, how- 


ever, that constitutes the greatest peril to 
the worknron here. Men cannot be bend- 
ing over sword blades that are being rub- 
bed away in brilliant trails of sparks all 
day long year after -year without getting 
accumulations of steel dust into the lungs, 
and if the truth oould be known it might 
be found that the making of the weapons 


| for European armies and navies is almost 


as deadly as the use of them. It is said, 
however, to be partly tbo men's o-vn fault. 
A good deal of the mischief might be ob- 
viated by the uae of magnetized respira- 
tors, but they won't wear them or goggles 
for the eyes, either. 


All the work here is done by the piece, 


and the men are of opinion that these pro- 
tectors seriously interfere with their earn- 
ings, so that, like a good men? more of us 
in different ways trey kill themselves in 
order that they iauy lue. Probably by the 
time that we have learned to do without 
bayonets, we shall also have learned to be 
content to give a man a fair living fox the 
best he can honestly do without choking 
himself with steel dust. 


If one takes in band one of these modern 


•word bayonets which have superseded tbo 
old three cornered skewers, he will see 
that it is a flat blade each side of which 
has a central ridge between two hollows. 
These hollows are ground out of the solid 
steel by a millstone ribbed all round spe- 
cially for the purpose, these ribs or ridges 
in the surface of the stone corresponding 
to the hollows in the blade. When the 
grinding has been carried up to a certain 
point, the weapon or the piece of steel in 
process of becoming tho weapon is carried 
to another department to undergo sonia 
change in its composition. Thus far it 
has been a piece of ordinary cast steel. 
Now that the thing has been rolled and 
stamped and ground into its general form 
it has to be hardened. For this purpose it 
is put -into a sort of baker's oven—an 
oven, that is to say, that is divided by a 
fire bricfe wall Into'two parts—one for the 
fire and tbo-otber for the reception of the 
steel to be heated. 


The- weapons lie in here and get redhot 


and then are plunged into a bath of oil 
which has a stream of cold water running 
round it to keep down the temperature. 
This hardens the steel, but leaves it brittle. 
It would snap off if any attempt were 
made to bend it 
It has, therefore, to be 


tempered by plunging it into molten lead. 
This gives it the necessary elasticity and 
flexibility, and it comes out of its leaden 
bath a lovely blue color, a real sword blade, 
but only a blade and somewhat rough, too, 
and without any edge. It goes back to the 
grinding room now for the finishing touch, 
to get something approximating to a cut- 
ting edge, not sufficient for purposes of 
war, but such as may be safely intrusted 
to soldiers in piping times of peace. 


Vv'hen the gri'pding is finished, it only re- 


mains to polish the blades and to mount 
them with "croespieoes" and "pommels," 
"grips" and "springs," that will convert 
the mere blade in to a veritable sword bay- 
onet and permit of its being attached to 
the rifle. The polishing looks as though 
it must be more detrimental to the health 
of the workman than the grinding, be- 
cause it is alljdry work, whereas the grind- 
stones are run in a trough of water. 
The 


polishing is done by means of small wood- 
en wheels, covered with bands of leather 
with an emery surface, and every wheel 
throws off a trail of sparks that gives the 
vast floor on which the work is carried on 
an almost uncanny appearance. Thore is 
a great amount of dust given off, too, but 
the greater part of it is sucked away from 
the workmen's wheel by a powerful re- 
volving fan operating through an air 
channel, running 
along beneath tbo 


benches, so that the mischief is probably 
reduced to $ minimum. It is c most in- 
teresting place for a leisurely str^l, full of 
queer machinery and curious processes 
and suggestive illustrations of t<he power 
Of the organization of industry.

By a Native of Japan, 


Technique of tfit 


New Art, ' 


, The latest . A is the adoption of the 
Japanese method of arranging flowers 
used in household decoration. 


•The Japanese have taught the west- 


ern world many things and, according 
to Sir Edwin Arnold and other admirers 
of the race, might with advantage teach 
it many more. A new prophet has come 
out of the orient, and his mission is to 
instruct the Occident in the science and 
art of floral decoration. His name is 
Tanosuke, and after he has enlightened 
the women of London he thinks his 
next mission will be to the women of 
America. Their appreciation of flowers, 
apcording'to the prophet, is sordid and 
based upon the dollar per dozen princi- 
ple. Mr. Tanosuke can take a 3 cent 
azalea and vase and compose a thrill- 
ing floral symphony. Whether the sym- 
phony will ever appeal to the western 
eye with quite the respect that a ten 
bushel effect of American Beauty roses 
at $10 per dozen engenders is another 
question. 


It may be honestly said for this Jap- 


anese aesthete that his labors are based 
upon conviction. In Japan the ar- 
rangement of flowers is a special study, 
and the educated classes learn It just 
as the highly finished young woman 
in America is taught deportment or how 
to play upon the piano. The smallest 
details of flower gathering, flower cut- 
ting, flower arrangement, the character 
of the vase or bowl in which they are 
to be placed and their location in the 
room are matters of the utmost impor- 
tance to a cultured Japanese. Tradi- 
tion has laid down rules which must be 
followed in preparing the flowers and 
which are as unvarying as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians. In Japan flow- 
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looked unon as little short of a religious 
rite. For the Japanese woman to place 
a spray of flowering bamboo in a bam- 
boo receptacle, for instance, would be 
as great a breach of good form as for 
an American woman to appear at a full 
dress pacty clad in a tea gown or wear- 
Ing a bouquet of sunflowers. 


The oldest method of arranging flow- 


ers In Japan Is that known as shin-no- 
hana. It consists in the massing of the 
flower around a single straight stem, 
and while of great antiquity it Is not 
generally followed except by rather se- 
vere minded persons, such as in this 
country would be found heading the

The secret of the Japanese flower ar- 


rangement is in the line, nays Mr. Tan- 
osuke. Such a vane- la chosen aa will 
best display the flower's KTHCC- of out- 
line. A flower with the Japanese does 
not mean, na with UH, the bloflflom alone, 
but Implies U:o branch with buds ant! 
leave*. It may mean, too, a ipray of 


foliage, such as pine, nipple or juniper, 
quite irrespective of any bloom at all. 
The flower is cut and afterward bent so 
that the main lines will seem to be har- 
moniously arranged. Where there are 
several twigs upon a stem which are 
quite in the approved style as to direc- 
tion the length of the twig is next a 
matter of consideration. These must 
never be allowed to produce an awk- 
ward effect by crossing one another, nor 
must they be permitted to run parallel. 
While this seems to the student, sitting 
at the feet of the Japanese flower mas- 
ter drinking in wisdom, a rather con- 
ventional and dictatorial ruling, the 
master will explain that this is the re- 
sult of the experience of centuries of 
great Japanese flower artists, for just 
as we have our De Ueszkes and Pader- 
ewskis, Japan has had her great flower 
decorators, the beauty of whose crea- 


ing to the Japanese calendar, certain 
buds which are lucky or unlucky, and 
certain rules are extant designating 
how certain blooms should be combined 
with others. 
Even after having ac- 


cepted the design in which he means to 
arrange the flowers he must puzzle over 
the question of the vase. Custom per- 
mits him to select one of iron, porcelain, 
bronze or bamboo. Either a standing 
or a hanging vase may be brought into 
requisition, but the shape and material 
must be such as naturally seem to lend 
themselves to the design selected. 


Even the placing of the flowers in the 


room is a matter of importance. In a 
Japanese apartment, with its polished 
floor, simple lacquered furniture and 
kakemonos, or hanging pictures, ar- 
ranged upon the wall, the simple yet 
dainty arrangement of the flpwers is in 
exact harmony, but in a modern London 
or New York drawing room, with Its 
velvet carpets, its litter of bric-a-brac 
and paintings and labyrinth of gor- 
geously upholstered furniture, making 
progress through its length a serious 
question, the Japanese art mr.y be sad- 
ly out of place. If the new prophet can 
revolutionize the Idea of good taste in 
furnishing an American house, he will 
do a great service to the pocketbooks 
and the comfort of many an unfortu- 
nate family. 


It would, to be sure, not be a bad Idea 


for the modern woman to take to gar- 
dening and learn to seek the latent 
beauty in the flower rather than in the

The gladfcli in their 
many charming varieties of color may 
also be grown by -simply planting the 
bulbs now and leaving them to take 
care of themselves. 


Carving Fowl. 


In these days everything is "carved" 


—that is, when we speak of cutting up 
meat or fowl of any kind served at 
table. But it would appear that in tho 
olden time there was a special phrase 
for each and every kind of meat sub- 
jected to the knife. A recent writer, 
referring to an ancient English book, 
remarks: 


"There were carving masters in those 


days, professors of the art. They were 
itinerants, going from house to house, 
and taught the ladies. As for their so- 
cial position, I have not ascertained it. 
Probably they were classed with the 
itinerant portrait pajnter. Certainly they 
did not sit at table with the gentlefolk. 
I fear that their place was the kitchen 
and that Lady Mary took her lessons 
in that room surrounded by the admir- 
ing maids. 
But the only thing she 


'carved' was mutton or beef. You had 
to 'break a deer, rear a goose, lift a 
swan, sauce a capon, spoil a hen, frush 
a chicken, unbrace a mallard, unlace a 
cony, dismount a heron, display a crane, 
disfigure a peacock, unjoint a bittern, 
untack a curlew, alaye -a, pheasant, wing 
a partridge or a quail, mince a plover, 
thigh a pigeon or any other small bird 
and bortier a game pie.' " 


Advice For Delicate Women. 


Some one who professes to know all 


about it declares that if the woman 
with a delicate throat would eschew fur 
collars and warm stocks, bathe her neck 
and chest in.cold water every morning, 
following this heroic measure by fric- 
tion, with a trash towel, and indulge in 
honey at all meals except dinner she 
would not need cough mixtures and 
iodine, mustard leaves and cold com- 
presses. Muffling the throat in silkhand- 
kerchiefs and heavy boas and collars is 
an excellent way to make it sensitive. 


Breathing through the mouth, sleep- 


ing in a close room and getting tho feet 
wet any woman with a tendency to 
throat trouble should guard against. 
Excessive fatigue often brings tonsilitig 
on children, and in cases where colds 
are apt to seUie in the throat children 
should be encouraged to cat honey on 
their bread instead of butter and to use 
it in preference to sweetmeats, sirup, 
etc. Rice puddings in which honey has 
been substituted for sugar are delicious 
and wholesome.

How to Care For . 


Pofisfied Ffoors, 


The woman who is fond of rugs and 


polished floors, with the assistance of 
the hired girl, can impart to the library 
boards as fine a polish as the high pric- 
ed man from the shop. 
First the boards must be planed 


smooth and the cracks filled in care- 
fully with putty. The floor having been 
made ready and a smooth surface se- 
cured, it must be thoroughly scrubbed 
and left to dry. 


When the floor has dried, treat it 


with two coats of size, which must be 
applied carefully, as the effect of the 
entire work depends largely upon this. 
An ordinary oak stain may be used, 
light or dark, as desired, followed by a 
coat of varnish put on with a flat brush. 
The varnish must not be applied until 
the stain is dry. The varnish' should 
be mixed with a quick drier, which 
some painter or decorator will prepare. 


Another method which may be used 


with smooth boards is to apply two 
coats of dark oak stain after the floor 
has been scrubbed and dried and then 
polish. The following polish can be 
used on any stained floor: 


To make it melt beeswax over the 


fire, stirring some turpentine into it. 
When the mixture is of the consistency 
of stiff paste, put it into a stone jar. 
Apply a little of this while warm with 
a firm, smooth, dry scrubbing brush, 
which should be kept for the purpose. 
The floor is to be rubbed briskly, as 
if polishing boots, taking an arm's 
length at a time from the corner where 
the work is begun. 


A floor polished in this way needs re- 


treatment once in three or four weeks. 
This mixture, which is used abroad to 
polish floors, is a great labor saver and 
brings desired results much sooner than 
any other method. American women 
sometimes improvise one of these by 
covering a brick with a carpet and se- 
curing it to a mop handle and apply- 
ing the polish to one side of the brick. 


A Wheclwoman's Inn. 


The great army of women cyclists will 


soon overrun the country, finding out 
remote hamlets beyond the beaten track 
of highroads and railways. This sug- 
gests the idea of taking a cottage in 
a suitable spot and providing "teas." 
The village inn, with its odors of stale 
tobneeo and beer, is not inviting, and 
"taking a cottage by storm" is not al- 
ways a success. It is not even easy to 
purchase milk at a farm. How often 
has the hungry cyclist gazed longingly 
over the blinds of a country parlor at a 
tea table set out in dainty fashion 
where she would not dare crave admis- 
sion. 
A woman of limited Income, but 


housekeeping abilities, might make a 
good income during the summer months 
by opening a "wheelwoman's inn." It 
should be a neat and pretty cottage 
somewhere along one of the main trav- 
eled roads leading from one of the great 
cities. Clubs of wheelwomen may be 
sent cards of announcement acquaint- 
ing ttiem with its opening. Simple but 
dainty luncheons should be served at a 
moderate cost. 


A solid tea, with ham and eggs, home- 


made bread, fresh butter, cream and 
honey, is far more attractive to the av- 
erage cyclibt than a heavier meal. 


The ideal creeper covered cottage Is 


hard to find, yet here and there a va- 


more likely to succeed in converting it 
into a teahouse for weary cyclists than 
a native. It would be wise to have one 
bedroom always ready for a wearj 
guest, to keep a drawer for old linei 
rags, a few bandages and sticking plas< 
ter, a well filled workbasket and a writ, 
ing table, with clean ink and plenty oi 
blotting paper, correspondence cards 
and other requisites. 


A Dry Salt Bath. 


The salt rub is just as good for pee- 


pie in health as for sick ones and ia 
the most refreshing of all the baths and 
rubs, excepting a dip in the sea itself, 
It is matchless in its effects upon the 
skin and complexion. Put a few pounds 
of coarse salt, the coarsest you can get, 
in an earthen jar and pour enough wa- 
ter on it to produce a sort of slush, bul 
not enough to dissolve the salt. This 
should be taken up iu handfuls and rub. 
bed briskly over the entire person. Ol 
course it is better to have it rubbed on 
by another person, but any one in ordi- 
nary health can do it for herself or him- 
self 
very satisfactorily. 
This being 


done, follow it with a thorough douch- 
ing of clear water, preferably cold, and 
a brisk rubbing with a dry towel. 


The effect of elation, freshness and 


renewed life is felt immediately, and 
the satiny texture of the skin and in. 
creased clearness and brightness of the 
complexion swell the testimony in fa- 
vor of the salt rub. For young children 
it is best to drain off the salt and add 
two tablespoonfuls of pure bay rum to a 
basinful of this salt water. Apply with 
a soft flannel and dry with a soft Turk- 
ish towel. Care should be taken that 
there is not too much salt in the water, 
as it may irritate the tender skins ol 
some children. 


When to Wind the Clock. 


The household timekeeper needs reg- 


ular care and superintendence if it is to 
keep time accurately. When not regu- 
lated by a watchmaker, a responsible 
member of the household should be put 
in charge of it to wind and regulate it. 
A clock should be wound as far as pos- 
sible at one stated time and be regulat- 
ed at fixed periods. It should be kept 
locked, so that mischievous persons 
may not play with it. and its face, 
hands, etc., should occasionally be del- 
icately dusted. A periodic oiling may 
also be necessary, and for this purnose 
employ the purest oil purified by a 


the pure oil without disturbing the sedi- 
ment. The oil should be applied to the 
works with a fine camel's hair brush. 


Chicken Stew. 


Cut the remains of a cold roast fowl 


into neat portions anci fry them a nice 
brown in some butter heated in a stew- 
pan. Previously sprinkle the pieces of 
fowl with salt, pepper and poundefl 
mace. When the flesh is browned, dredge 
in one dessertspoonful of flour and 
shake the pan round several times: 
Then pour In half a pint of weak stock 
and stew for ten minutes before adding 
a pint of tinned green peas, which stew 
in tho saute for a further ten minutes. 
Just before dishing stir in one toa- 
spoonful of powdered sugar. 


Waterproof Shes Dressing. 


Mix together equal quantities of mut- 


ton suet and beeswax. Warm these till- 
liquid over a fire and rub some of this

the stock of the Linwood mills yester- 
day, for Li'\yerM. E. Couch, acting for 
the employes. This was done to recover 
nasres due the employes bv tba company 
at tho time of S. \V. liaikpr'o failure. 


Some ot thestock wa* bemcr removed to 


New Yor:; .stile over the Fitchburg rail- 
road and the road was trustoed. Onoor 
two more wnti were served this morn- 
ing, and the number is now 22. Manager 
Graham, who is in charge of the mills, 
says the amount represented due the em- 
ployes is Jl^OO. 


The employes had been told that they 


would be paid by order of the court, and 
most of them had decided to wait for 
this, but the sight of goods being taken 
away, caused a slight panic among them 
and thia action was taken. This makes 
it impossible to do anything at the mill8 


until the entire matter is adjusted. 


Manager Graham said this afternoon 


that E. W.Greenman, assignee of Mr. Bar- 
ker, had received permission from the 
court at Albany yesterday to continue 
operations at the mills in order to run off 


the stock now on hand. 
The plan had 


therefore been to opeu the mills Satur- 
day morning, and the employes would 
have been paid off in a short time. 


The goods which were being moved he 


said were some surplus stock which could 
not nave been used here under the cir- 
cumstances and were being taken to New 
York state to be under the jurisdiction ot 
New York courts. 


It is now thought the matter will not 


be settled up inside of a year or so.

China and Chinese Railway Concessions. 


In business generally China offers no 


greater openings than may be found af 
home for foreigners whose skill, energj 
end foresight count for as much in onb 
placo as another. The great American 
mercantile houses, once so prominent, 
with their teabongs, backs and steam- 
ship lines, have vanished, leaving only 
commission agencies to act as intermedi- 
aries for tho Chinese and to cosapete with 
English nnd Germans, not to speak of 
traders of other nationalities, who are ev- 
erywhere on the ground, ready to cut off 
corners from profit percentages and by 
the aid of cable credits to deal with mi- 
nuto margins of profit. As for the chance 
of employment under natives, nest to 
nothing of this kind exists. Any foreigner 
going to China to seek work, whether as a 
trained specialist or a mere employee, at 
onco raises in Chinese minds the presump- 
tion that he comes because he is not fit to 
survive at home. 


After all, what do the Chinese want of 


the outside white races? Nothing, it may 
bo safely said. Nor will they accept aught 
from us but What is forced upon them 
through stress of circumstances. Jnert, 
conceited, jealous and suspicious, they are 
satisfied with their own environment and 
arc quite content to follow out their mys- 
terious way to such destiny as crumbling, 
world old institutions, groping in the dim 
light of tho moldy maxims of Confucius, 
may have in store.—Clarence Owy In 
Forum. 


Washing th« Face. 


There aro some misguided persona who 


object to washing tho face often, especially 
with soap, thinking this is an Injury to 
the complexion. 
Those, 'however, who 


have mado a specialty of ekln diseases 
will sny thnf. no rmrt of tTio b"d** needs 
eoap so much; that the face being con- 
stantly exposed to dust, collects so much 
that it la not enough to wash it In clear 
water. They agree that if soap makes the 
face shiny, aa BO many claim, it only 
shows that it is the more needed, and that 
the work of drying after tho bath has not 
been properly performed. The face, how- 
ever, should not bo wet Immediately be- 
fore or after going out. It* most thorough 
ablutions should be performed at night 
before going to bed, and tho following 
method shcrald bo observed in the process: 
Fill a basin with soft, warm water, 
lather a medium sized sponge with good 
soap and wash carefully. Then take fresh 
water without soap and wash again with 
tho hands and rub thoroughly with a 
Turkish or crash towel until tho face la 
dry and tingling. This will do much to- 
ward improving and preserving the com- 
tfjexion.—Now York Ledger
